VeRy remarkable is this Heart-felt Sorrow, this 
deep and affectionate Concern ! But how come the

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Tuls was the unhappy Caſe of the 8 of the 
Tews which St Paul ſo feelingly laments. And if St 


Paul is right in his Concern for them, it is an Ar- 
gument that Errors in Religion are dangerous Things; 

that it is a Miſtake to think that every Man may be 
ſaved in the Way he is in, or by the Perſuaſion he is 

of *; that. it'is not enough to be even zealous in the 

Way we are in, unleſs that Way is a right one; that 
even 4 Zebl of Gad. a warm and earneſt Regard for 
the Religion we are of, will be found inſufficient, 
if that Zeal be not according to, Knowledge, if the 
Religion we are of be not the true one, 


Tn1s, it muſt be allowed, is a Confderation of a 
very ſerious Nature, and ſuch as ſhould awaken our 
Attention for others, and for ourſelves. 


AND the Behaviour due from Chriſtians towards 
all others whoſe Perſuaſion may be different from 
theirs, and whom they think to be unhappily living 
in Error and Miſtake, will beſt be underſtood from 
the Cafe before us, from the Conduct of St Paul 
towards the unbelieving Jews: He 1s not fierce or 
bitter againſt them, does not treat them with Inſo- 
lence and Outrage, does not ſtir up any Force or 
Violence, does not. deſpiſe them or hold them in 
Contempt, but looks upon them as Objects of the 
greateſt Pity and Compaſſion; he laments their Con- 
dition, does all he can to bring them unto the Know- 
ledge of the Truth, and with a peculiar Earneſtneſs

| In like manner, we are taught in the excellent Ui. 
turgy of our Church to pray for all Sorts and Con- 
ditions. of Men, for © Jews, Turks, Infidels, and 
„ Hereticks, that Gop will have Mercy upon them, 
« and take from them all Ignorance, Hardneſs of 
« Heart, and Contempt of his Word *. Our Prayers 
and good Wiſhes are not to be confined to any par- 
ticular Party or Nation, but to be extended to the 
whole Race of Mankind, to the unbelieving Few, 
to the deluded Mahometan, to the Indian Chiet and 
even to the King of Siam . 


BuT my principal Concern in this Diſcourſe ts 
with the People of the Jews, and the great Danger 
they are in with reſpect to their Salvation.

Wr call ourſelves Chriſtians, and acknowledge 
CHRIST to be our Maſter and Lord; that he was to be

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Salvation of our Souls, we ought ſurely to be careful 
that all is right ; we ſhould: carefully examine the 
Foundation we build upon, whether it be Rock, or Sand; 
or nothing better than the Foam of the Waters. 


Our Apoſtle, St Paul, who has — a Helper of 
many, and of myſelf a alſo, was a Man of Learning and 


Experience; from a Perſecutor of the Church was 


made a Convert toChriſtianity ; was no Enthuſiaſt &, 

but very much in carneft about his Religion ; it may 
therefore be of uſe to us in the Buſineſs of our Salva- 
tion to be thoroughly acquainted with the religious 
Sentiments of this great Apoſtle, 


Fx will teach us, in his Epiſtle to the Romans, to 
exclude all Boaſting ; he will tell us, that @/l have jinned, 
and come ſhort of the Glory of God; and that all, whether 
Jecus or Gentiles, are juſtified freely by God's Grace, thro 
the Redemption that is in Jesus CuRisT. He will teach 
us, in his Second Epiſtle to the Corinthians, that Gop 
hath made Chriſt, who knew no Sin, ts be Sin for us, that 
we might be made the Righteouſneſs of God in him. He 
will teach us, in his Epiſtle to the Ephe/rans, that by 
Grace we are ſaved through Faith, and that not of our- 
ſelves, it is the Gift of God ; not Y Warks, left — Man 

ſhould boaſt, 


Svcn is the Doctrine, ſuch are the religious Senti- 
ments of St Paul; and full of this Perſuaſion we muſt 
vp him to be, when in his Epiſtle to the Philip-

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pians he avowedly declares, that what Things were Gain 
to him, whatever Attainments he had valued in himſelf, 
or had been valued for by others, thoſe he accounted Leſs 


for Chriſt ; thoſe he conſidered as nothing, yea leſs 


than nothing, even Loſs itſelf, if put in Competition 
with an Intereſt in CuRISs r. Yea doubtleſs, he goes on 
with a laudable Fervor of Devotion, and I count all 
Things but Loſs for the Excellency of the Knowledge of Chriſt 
Jeſus my Lord, for whom I have ſuffered the Lyfs of all 
Things, and do count them but Dung, that I may win 
Chriſt, and be found in bim; not having my own Righte- 
ouſneſs, which is of the Law, but that which is through the 
Faith of Chriſt, the Righteouſneſs which is of God by Faith. 


Bor that I be not farther tedious, Iwill ſhut up this 
Diſcourſe with a Collect of our Church which breathes 
a Charity that is truly Chriſtian.
